By  the  auguat  virtuo  of  Hie  Majesty,  the  Imporial  Amy  and  Navai 
forces  have  succeeded  In  occupying  Canton,  Wuchang,  Hankow,  and  Hauyang, 
and  the  main  territory  of  China  has  boon  oonquorod.  The  National  Govern¬ 
ment  has  boon  reduced  to  a  local  regime.  But,  ao  long  as  the  regime  con 
tinuos  the  anti-Japan  and  pro-Comunist  policy,  imperial  Japan  will  nover 
lay  down  arms  until  the  rogime  is  completely  dostroyed..  -no  ultimate  a 
of  Imperial  Jaoan  is  to  establish  a  New  Order  w.nich  will  secure  etornal 
peace  in  the  Far  East,  and  thiB  is  the  final  purpose  of  the  present  war. 

Tho  foundation  of  the  New  Order  can  be  ociablinhed  through  tho  collab¬ 
oration  of  Manchukuo  and  China  with  Ja?en  in  economics,  politics  and  cul¬ 
ture,  baBed  on  cooperation  and  mutual  afd.  Tho  New  Order  shoula  a.m  at 
the  eetabliehncnt  of  international  Justico,  anti-Communist  coo£c*et;*0°! 
tho  now  crulturo  and  economic  unity  in  the  Far  Eaot.  Thie  is  vnat  sta. 
lizee  Eaet  Aeia  and  proaoteo  world  development.  What  Japan  expccta  of 
China  is  for  her  to  take  partial  chargo  of  tho  duty  of  establishing  the 
Now  Order  in  the  Far  Eaot.  Imperial  Japan  expects  the  people  of  China 
to  understand  Japan's  Sincerity  and  reply  to  Japan  by  giving  her  cooperation. 
In  case  the  National  Government  starts  its  life  anew  by  casting  away  the 
old  policies  and  changing  its  staff,  it  will  not  be  refused  entry  into  the 
camp  of  the  New  Order. 

Because  Imperial  Japan  belioves  that  the  poworo  will  rightly  understand 
Japan's  intentions  and  that  they  will  change  thoir  attitude  in  order  to 
suit  the  situation  in  East  Asia,  Japan  is  especially  grateful  for  the 
kindness  of  the  Allied  Nations. 

Believing  that  the  establishment  of  tho  New  Order  in  the  Far  East 
.  is  originating  from  the  rplrit  of  the  national  foundation,  the  completion 
of  the  task  is  the  glorious  mission  imposed  on  tho  people  of  Japan. 

Imporial  Japan  should  take  firm  steps  to  renovate  the  various  internal 
systems,  to  develop  the  total  power  of  tho  nation  and  should  advanco  to 
attain  the  nertionod  purpose. 

This  is  the  immovable  principle  and  resolution  of  tho  Imperial 
Government.
